Peter Norris' paper on " The Occupants of the UFO tlii? well assembled 
paper and the able manner it was given aroused questions in many minds which 
rogre^ably time did not permit to have answered.This v/ac for the Victorians 
Mr. Paul Norman also of the Victorian UFO society followed and he also repre¬ 
sented 1TICAF of U.S..S,. ina very capanlo paper on " Electric effect Of the UFO" 
Then our old friend and associate Mr. Andrew Tomas of The Sydney Ufo Scoiety 
of USE. spoke on " The purpose of Coming of the UFC to earth. . " 

Ehilet his paper was remarkly thought provoking , it certainly aroused a few 
differing opinions and alas questions agai^ wore not able for lack of time. 

At 4.30 p.m. The Official opening was made by I.ic worship. Or. J.A. Chisholm 
1'ayor of the City of Ballaarat. and he spoke in very interested terms in the 
UFO and the interrelated subjects concerning them .

Frankly although this young well qualified nan di-d his best to lot us know

To bogin with we first prosumo that tho fact of thoir reality and that they 
the saucer are oxtratorrostrial is an accepted boliof of thiso who road the 
following, for othorwiso to continue into this thesis would bo a waste of 
tins. 

Tho prime factor which wo end up with in all our investigations of these 
craft, after having studied tho possibilities of V.horo they cone from ? 

What is the moans of thoir propulsion T or What typo of boings are using 
the Saucors? , all load back to a very important query, and to me it is the 
most important one of all. for it is the final answor in which wo ourselves 
our very much affected and should bo concerned about • 

First let us examine some of tho VaTioVis ideas which have boon expressed to 
answer it,,somo of which of course havo little logical valuo when examined 
in the light of other cvidonco. but nevertheless we will look at them • 

1. ARE THEY JUST SPACE TOURISTS HAVING A LOCK-SEE AT EARTH . ?. 

This I feel is tho weakest and most unfounded of any answer, for the abound¬ 
ing evidence of what they have done, where thoy have boon soon, thoir obvious 
superiorty of sciontific knowledge in the space aeronautical field alono , 
sets aside any such almost silly suggestion . for it is too woak to stand 
any serious thought • so we pass that ono up.

It cannot he denied that the places and areas in which they havo 
been mostly seens and rocords taken of such , have been areas in which 
it is very evident they ARE making inspection of. vis. 

(a) The many sightings seen around atomic basos and such like projects 
This could point to an oarnest inspection of what wo arc doing in 
that field, and how far we have progresod or likely to go , 

this alone could he of serious importance to thorn . 

(b) The now indisputable fact that thoy havo been tracked along in 90 
p.c. of mapped areas ,tho fault lines of this earth, and that they 

have often been seen near or close to such areas when , or just before or 
after any disturbance of these fault lines have been recorded by our scien¬ 
tists. This could well he an indication of such interest, but it also poses 
the query, Then Lhy are they so interested in these factors?

3. IS THEIR VISIT ONE OF NECESSITY ?. 

This is tied up with tho last question that of inspection i 
It has been suggested that they are coming here because their own planet 
or place of existence is in need of minerals or other commodities, which . 
they know earth has and which they wish to wrest from us unboknovms to us. 
and in this case it is often quoted the instances where they have been seen 
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,r .'hy a ■ o they coming ?. M ( 2 ) 

collecting 9 stones, earthy water, minerals, various grasses etc etc, 
this if the evidence of such observers is reliable 'cannot be denied., 
and cdrtairily is a point which could not -be overlooked, but it is hardly 
in fitting with so many other factors, as being the prime reason . 

The scnc.rj one in this question is one suggested'by . some that.- 
They have come from a do ling planet red are looking for anotiur homo. 

This is mo: o in the field of science fiction than reality, although wo do 
not despise many of the S.F. ideas presented over the years, many of ?/hic$ 
have proved more than true as written by our modern Jules V rncs. 

But t; x is could hardly bo given the prime reason, whvei one considers 
that if such were the case, the urgency of their requirements would necessi¬ 
tate a more drumtic intervention of our earth and its and leadstc 

another major question p^^od by some. 

4. IS TIIEJ'i VISIT A PRELUDE TO A HOSTILE mVASIGW . ?. 

Does this mean that they aro. here to take over earth, and conquer us?. 

Hardly, that is in the light of such a take over being a HOSTILE one. 
for had this boon so they have well shown already their capabilities of do¬ 
ing so long ago and that within a very short j^eriod of time, almost so 
without our being able to coup with such a. take over . 

and if any ,f take- over M is planned by them it is certainly not one of 
hostility such as v/o term it in our own modern .warfare, for it appears, 
any effort on their part would be more likely to bo one of el dor brethren 
watching younger and loss mature brothers fighting and wooing wo do not 
go to far beyond a cosmic lav/, in our own h s and wars among ourselves* 
and leads to another question which ni orris he cod more logic and reason 
in tho light of the many fact which have presented themselves from the whole 
of the- data available to us from all o(---»r two world. 

5* 13 IT A PEACEFUL; INVASION FRO SPACE, ?. 

This wo feel is tie right answer, for it is not only one which wo arrive at 
by our own evaluations and conclusions from all known facts, but is one 
which is stated to be tho purpose by those of tnom who have contacted, earth 
people, visibly, physically, montally (i.o. Tohopathically ) and many other 
ways. ;/c admit that this side of it is not admitted as proven by man: saucer 
students and groups, but it is one which cannot be overlooked in giving con¬ 
sideration to our subject .for at least it is indirect support to it* 

Surely is such a serious consideration of this worlds future and one in which 
tho saucers must bo connected with, v/o cannot afford to throw aside p 7 
of the jig-saw pieces which mqy throw light on a subject teat, contair many 
puzzling features. 

From such sources then we have derived a great amount of evidence which 
all confirms this fact, that they are hero to help us. or to assist us, in 
a period of great change and one which wall bo accompanied by many disturb¬ 
ing events, so much so that v/o will NEED their assistance and it is to such 
a cause and reason they have coino* 

Having given consideration to these points, surely v;o must admit that if 
any of thorn is true, then oven the weakest of any of th s J reasons moans that 
t sir visit has boon a 1 1 . C, importance to them and in tho latter cases 

tc us. and in such more reasonable and serious ones fitting into soma GREAT 
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MASTER FLiiB , and. that such planning - is one which must havo boon worked out 
by those who lead, or control, those people from space, for ivc cannot imagine 
such a scientific well equipped body of people without leadership and govern¬ 
ment which undoubtedly must also bo superior to ouj.’ ov/n , ciC which even the 
best has many flaws, much to our sorrow. 

Such a plan t.ion must be one which has not just been thought up, but one which 
has been devised for a long period of time, and when such a time is ready for 
it to bo put into action, the space people have taken their orders from their 
commanders and set into operation the first of the movements for the fulfil¬ 
ment of the GREAT PLAN. 

Now let us digros • a little to see what other factors corroborate sucha pos¬ 
tulation .

It is ny beleif that UFO’s , or Unidentified Flying Objects, are usually 
globular, sometimes LT "o spUdl’-like , and that they are an indigenous part 
of earth- moon binary-planet system . 

Hhile I believe that they use both, earth and moon for their own oo^veqience 
I suggest that their most natural and permamnent habitat is at the gravita¬ 
tional neutral of the earth-sun-moon system which is well within the orbit 
of the moon . 

Throughout the series of the modern sightings of the UFO , there have been 
frequent references to " mother ships" and huge superconstructions . 

IT seems possible that these constructions are the domiciles of smaller discs 
spheres , or balls of light which are seen so frequently in proximity to the 
earth’s surface and to our aircraft, rockets, airfields .and cities. 

It is my beleif that these constructions are few in number and that they do 
not come from distant planets such as ^enus, Mars , Jupiter or the more vastly 
distant stars. 

The prescient Dean Swift said that Mars had two small satellites, one of 
which was close to Mars' surface and made revolutions twice daily. 

It has been pointed out that this inner body is too close to Mars to be an 
■adjustment with any known postulate of the natural distribution of satellites 
relative to their parent body. 

This may be an indication that Mars' inner satellite is artificial. 

Me can think , I take it, as highly orcbahlothat there are many !! zenes of con¬ 
venience" round the planets, as well as round the sun, which are at present 
unoccupied by planets or satellites of any considerable size and which may 
well be used for and by enlightened space dwollers. 

Such zones would be additional to the demo8»trable earth- sun- moon neutral 
and it may be that there is a complete series of tlem in concentric circles 
starting at the surface of a parent body such as the earth . 

Thier existance or true nature can hardly be known to us until we can is some 
way determine the nature of gravity itself. 

Let us lock for a moment at the masslessness of some UFOs. 

TJif.fr ability to achibwe enormous acceleration has been one of the greatest 
puzzles to scientists . «pime after time we are told that the UFOs could not 
possible contain living bodies of flesh and bone - that such bodies could 
not withstand the stresses imposed by the observed accelerations. 

Yet such argument can well bo based on entirely erroneous ideas of the pro¬ 
pulsion forces used by the UFOs. 

Acceleration is damaging only because the forces necessary to produce it 
are applied externally to the living body, or to the structural members of 
any flying machine. 

Any forces which would simultaneously accelerate every molecule of either 
the living body ot the mechanical str^turo would avoid all such stresses, 
and both the living and. the mechanical could undergo any amount of acceler- 
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ation without the ii1*ghtest damage or discomfort • 

'"e can assume that whatever the force used for the UFOs violent propulsion 
may bo, it must be of such a nature that all the fractions of the accelerated 
bodies are acted upon individually . 

ho have to stop thinking in terms of jet or rocket propulsion* or reactance 
vdth a magontic field* any of which subject both flesh and metal to outside 
pressures# Instead, we ^ust discover how space craft obtain reaction with¬ 
out gravity. 

It should be obvious to all engineers and scientists that rocket propulsion 
will never solve the problems of s ace travel because of the inpossibilty of 
transporting the necessary fuel and carrying the heavy motors# 

Atomic power is certainly not tfro answer, at least not as regards jet or re¬ 
action propulsion , for all atomic power in the world vri.ll not move a space 
craft, by reactive propulsion, unless there is an enormous mass to bo ejected 
and lost . 

If the money, thought, time and energy now being used and poured uselessly 
into-the devcloponent of rocket propulsion were invested in a basic study 
cf gravity, I think it would belikely that we could have effective and eco¬ 
nomic al space travel." within the next ten years.

A sky. 1 ’object" with the characteristics u«n ally attributed to "saucers" hats boon 
clearly photographed over S. Aust • 

Astronomical experts in S.A. have been unable to positively identify the ob¬ 
ject , which took the form of a bright orange glow with a "dent 11 on top anda 
"knot" on the bottom . 

A-l have agreed , however, that the descriptions given could not be explained 
as a planet . 

Phtographs of the object wore taken by Mr. Walter Jacobs, a steward in the 
freighter n Iron Duke" which berthed at Port Adelaide, on Saturday . 

The photographs show what appears to be a gloving object moving around the 
moon. Kr Jacobs who is an amateur photographer , said he saw the object 
shortly after lO.p.m. on March 17th . when he began to photo.graph a moon cloud 
effect while at sea on the way to Newcastle.
